Ing off those demons. 


Calling them gargoyles explained 


nothing. Everv gothic cathedral has 
its grotesque stone roof-spouts, to 
spout off the rain water; and Xotre 
Dame has 100 real ones which pass 
unnoticed beside these vast upright 
features. 
"With their' purpose un- 


known. their common attitude had 
led folks. In all countries, to asfc final- 
ly: "What are they looking atr* And 
the Paris populace answers, as It an- 
swered always: "They are looking at 
the mystery!" 


Men have carried a theodolite up 


there, to measure exactly. If possible, 
"what they are looking at" Satural- 
ly. the first thought is a treasure. But 
the cround of Paris, all around here, 
has beea dag up and rebuilt a dozen 
times. All but one area. It is the 
very area they seem to watch.
